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COMMENTS 
Cash 


All receipts as recorded were found to have been properly 
accounted for and the cash for same deposited in the bank cur- 
rently, as summarized on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made by check from warrants drawn by 
the Selectmen, as summarized on Exhibits B and D. 


The cash balance reconciled with the bank statement at the 
close of the municipal year, as per detail shown on Schedule 1. 


Taxes—Property and Poll 


The 1942 tax commitment was added and found to agree with 
the Assessors’ records. The total commitment was accounted for 
by cash, abatements, tax deeds, real estate taxes added to unpaid 
deeds for prior years, $30.60 due from the Collector, or was still 
unpaid as summarized on Schedule 2. 


According to the records, payments received on prior years’ 
unpaid taxes have been credited against the proper items and 
those still unpaid are also summarized on Shedcule 2, with the 
supporting detail for all years being shown on Schedule 2-a. 


All payments received on tax deeds and bills were found to 
have been applied against the proper items. Those remaining 
unpaid were checked and are shown on Schedule 3. 


Excise Tax 


The excise tax collections were checked from the triplicat 
copies of the receipts and the amounts specified had been deposited 
with the Treasurer as shown on Schedule 6. The entire collection 
of 1942 excise tax was transferred to the Net Surplus account and 
the 1943 collections were carried forward to the 1943-44 year.

Trust Funds 

The trust fund investments were examined and the detail is 
shown on Schedule 5. The income appeared to have been properly 
accounted for.

The outstanding note of $2,000 was paid in full from general 
cash during the 1942 year.

In submitting this my final report of the schools of North- 
port I wish to thank the members of the School Board for their 
co-operation and support. I appreciate the loyality and co-opera- 
tion of the teachers, their faithful and untiring efforts to serve 
and promote the interest of the pupils.’ I also wish to thank the 
Selectmen for the help they have given. | 


The expense of the schools is practically the same as last year. 
The State School Fund is $350.34 more than last year. This in- 
crease is due to the additional amount allowed on each teaching 
position. This was made available through the increase in teachers’ 
wages. A small amount was received as a census subsidy. 


At the opening of Crosby High School there were twenty- 
three pupils attending from this town. Two or more have left 
since that time. Of this number six will probably graduate in 
June. . . 


In December a report was made to the State Department of . 
Education relative to the number of pupils attending each school. 
The object of this survey was to combine some of the small schools 
and thus help to relieve the teacher shortage. Further information 
was requested regarding the Brown’s Corner and Brainard schools. 
There are several points to be considered before this step is taken. 
Has either building seating capacity for the number of pupils? 
Can small children be transported satisfactorily? Can a teacher 
be found who will accept a school of that size, and is able to do the 
necessary work?

Cash 
All receipts as recorded were found to have been properly ac- 


counted for and the cash for same deposited in the bank currently, ° 
as summarized on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made by check from warrants drawn by 
the Selectmen, as summarized on Exhibits B and D. 


The cash balance reconciled with the bank statement at the 
close of the municipal year, as per detail shown on Schedule 1. 


Taxes—Property and Poll 


| The 1943 tax commitment was added and found to agree 
with the records of the Assessors. All tax collections as recorded 
on the cash sheets were examined and the necessary adjustments 
made as shown on Exhibit C. The total commitment was ac- 
counted for by cash, abatements, tax deeds, real estate taxes 
added to unpaid deeds for prior years, $30.81 due from the Col- 
lector, or was still unpaid as summarized on Schedule 2. 


“ae According to the records, payments received during the year 

S Sen prior years’ unpaid taxes appear to have been credited against 

the proper items and those still unpaid are also summarized on 
Schedule 2, with supporting detail for all years being shown on — 
Schedule 2-a. 


All payments received during the year on tax deeds appear to 
_have been applied against the proper items. Those remaining 
unpaid were checked and are shown on Schedule 3. 


The cash collection of the current year’s taxes was 95.1%, both

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_ REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of the Town 
of Northport: 


My report for the schools of Northport covers only the Fall 
term of this year and the impressions that I have formed relative 
to the schools. We have maintained three schools which have had 
the following enrollment:

Now this enrollment and the fact that Northport is doing so 
much transportation, as the bus is nearly covering the whole town, 
suggests very strongly consolidation. I realize this is a very un- 
popular subject to bring up and especially for a Superintendent 
that has had but a part of a year with you. However, it is just a 
suggestion and I feel that it would improve your schools immensely 
as two teachers could easily handle the whole condition, one 
teacher having the first five grades and the other the last four. 
This would do away with all the duplication of work and the 
largest class would not be over 12 in number and the smallest 


seven. The hardest class that is put before a teacher isaclass with | 


but one in it. This would be avoided. The expense of running the 
schools would also be reduced.

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A complete inventory has been made of the books and I feel 
that additional books should be provided in reading for the lower 
grades. Reading is the all important subject in these grades and 
it is by the frequent use of words that the reading habit is culti- 
vated. In this way the vocabulary can be increased gradually for 
the student. 


The largest number that we have paid for transportation to 
Crosby High is 18. There are four students in the Senior class and 
~ we have no pupils in the eighth grade this year. 


In the way of repairs, the schoolhouses all need at least one 
coat of paint. It has been almost impossible to get wood for the 
schools. If this is to continue, oil burners have worked out very 
satisfactorily in the rural schools of Belfast. . 


The total cost of running the elementary schools gives an 
average cost of $46.77 per pupil enrolled for the Fall term, while 


the average cost in average daily attendance for the State is $60.87. — 


The cost for conveyance to the Secondary school for the past year 
is $649.00. 


In closing, I want to thank the members of the Superintend- 
ing School Committee, the Selectmen and others for the co- 
operation shown me. It certainly has been all that anyone could 
expect.
